Tur steam launch, tender of the gold 
dredge Otter, went down the river for coal 
on Saturday and on the way back, when 
just above the town, broke her rudder. As 
goon as the rudder broke the launch sweag 
around in mid stream and struck a rock 
which steve a hole through her below 
the water line, and being leaded to the 
limit of her capacity with coal, immediately 
filled and sank. Fortunately at the point 
where she went down the water was only a 
few feet deep. The crew worked the 
greater part of the night, and after repair- 
ing the rudder and temporarily patching 
the hole in her side, threw all the coal— 
some eight or ten tons—overboard into 
the river. The water was then pumped 
out and the launch refloated and taken up 
the river a short distance where she will be 
drawn out of the water and the hole 
properly repaired. 


PLAINDEALER: E. H. Lewis, of Seattle, 
arrived here on Friday last to superinterd 
construction of another big gold dredge for 
a Chicago syndicate. He has a gang of men 
already at work at Walter’s dredge yards. 
One car of lumber for the boat is here and 
two more are expected daily. As soon as 
these arrive operations will be rushed and it 
is hoped to have the dredge ready within a 
month. Mr. Lewis isa mining expert and 
visited this place last year, making a care- 
ful examination of the river deposits. The 
type of dredge his company will use is that 
largely and very successfully used on the 
Snake river in Idaho, the gravel being 
raised by a specially designed suction pump, 
quite different to anything herefore used on 
the Saskatchewan. The machinery will be

ROWLAND-BRUNETTE SUICIDE. 

Under instructions received from the 
attorneys-general at Ottawa and Regina, 
the Rowland-Brunette suicide case will be 


re-opened by a coroner’s inquest and post- 
mortem examination on the body of Lottie 
Brunette at St. Albert, to-day. The story 
of this double tragedy is teo fresh in the 
public mind to need retelling. It will be 
remembered that the body of Lottie 
Brunette was found in a bluff near Edmon- 


{ton on the night of Friday the 2lst of 


April, the circumstances then tending to 
the belief that she, with W.P. Rowland, 
had committed suicide. At the first, evi- 
dence of a double suicide was so convincing 
that an inquest was thought unncessary, 
bat in a day or two, in view of further facts 
which had come to light, the authorities 
here decided to hold a post-mortem and 
coroner’s inquest. This decision was arrived 
at on the 22nd April, the body of Lottie 
Brunette having been quietly interred at 
St. Albert on the preceding night. On the 
father of the deceased girl being informed of 
the coroner’s decision he requested that the 
inquest be not held and the body be left 
undisturbed. As justice could not be 
furthered, both parties implicated having 
died, the inquest was temporarily dropped, 
but the whole matter was referred to the 
minister of justice. Ottawa. His instruc- 
tions, tegether with those of Attorney- 
General Haultain, of the Territorial govern- 
ment, were receive? on Saturday, instruct- 
ing that the inquest be proceeded with at 
once. In compliance with such instructions 
the following coroner’s jury was empannel- 
led to-day: W. 8. Edmiston, St. Geo. 
jellett, F. F. Tims, 8. Larue, Walter 
Durrant, and A. McNicol. 

The jury left this afternoon for Ste 
Albert where the body has been disinterred, 
and an post-mortem will be held to-day; 
and to-morrow afternoon the inquest and 
taking of the evidence of witnesses vill be 
proceeded with at the police barracks here 
before Coroner Baithwaite and the jury.

The Kettle 
river railway was of great importance 
only to a part of Southern British 
Columbia; but the agreement to 
forego active competition between 
the Canada Pacific and Grand Truni: 
railways is of immense and far reach- 
ing importance to the whole of Can- 
ada. Situated as Eastern Canada is 
if the two great railway companies 
now effectively occupying that terri- 
tory enter into an agreement not to 
oppose each other’s schemes, there is 
not only no competition there, but 
there is no hope of future competition 


the agreement between these two 
companies holds. 

Hitherto there has always been 
the possibility and sometimes the 
actnal fact of effective railway com- 
petition in Eastern Canada. Now 
that there is no further prospect of 
such competition the railway question 
has taken on a new phase. Under 
the new conaitions the absolute power 
to win any industry, commercial enter- 
prise or investment of capital rests 
absolutely with the combined railway 
companies, with no recourse except 
such as may be taken to the authority 
of parliament represented by the gov- 
ernment. Hitherto capital invested 
in one railway held capital invested 
in another railway in check. Or 
even the possibility of such a check 
being exercised had a salutory effect. 
But with the railway capital com- 
bined all other investments of capital 
are endangered by that combination. 

A railway commission has frequent- 
ly been spoken of in late years, and 
this combine will bring that idea 
more prominently forward. But the 
sore is deeper than a mere commission 


can cure. A commission might deal 
with discriminating rates. This is an 


absolute and immediate necessity. 
But the great evil is that the railway 
companies, on the plea of earning 
dividends on invested capital, are 
levying tolls to provide interest on 
millions of money that are not and 
never were represented by actual 
value in the railroads of the country. 

Possibly what has been done in 
this regard cannot be undone. But 
there is still room and need for rail- 
way development on a large scale at 
least west of Lake Superior. Not a 
foot of new road should be allowed to 
be built in Canada except it is specifi- 
cally provided that the public shall 
not be required to pay in tolls more 
than a fair return on the capital 
actually invested by the owners in 
the road. Every foot of railway 
between the Red River and the 
Rockies has to earn interest on bonds 
far beyond the actual cost of the road. 
This is the great evil that should be 
guarded-against in all future railway 
legislation. This is not a question for 
a future railway commission, but is a 
responsibility. that rests upon the 
present government and parliament. 


SESSION NOTES. 

Orrawa, April 28, ’99. 
Wednesday’s proceedings were of 
only moderate interest. A bill re 
gardiig the incorporation of benevol- 
ent societies was introduced by the 
minister of finance. It provided for 
incorporation of co-operative insur- 
ance societies according to certain 

regulations, without a special act. 
McAllister, conservative, called at- 
tention to a number ef items appear 
ing in New Brunswick papers men- 
tioning the departure of Canadians to 
the States. The minister of interior 
replied by suggesing that the “des- 
patches were prepared for the politi- 
cal market,” and read from a former 


| operative as yet and that a further 


issue of the Mail-Empire that “ The 
exodus is a matter of history.” 

Moore, conservative, moved for 4 
reduction in the duty on coal oil. 
Beattie, Clancy, Wallace and Sproule, 
conservatives, opposed the reduction, 
also Fraser, liberal; Davin, conser- 
vative; and Rogers, patron; Mc- 
Mullen, Flint, Fortin, Davis Oliver 
and Richardson, liberals, supported. 
The ministers of finance and inland 
revenue desired the adjustment of the 
debate which was agreed to without a 
division. 

McInnis, liberal, moved the second 
reading of a bill respecting the natura- 
lization of aliens. The present pro- 
cedure was altogether too loose and a 
great deal of fraud was practiced. 
The bill would require persons apply- 
ing for naturalization to come before 
aj udge, 

Monk and Davin, conservatives, 
Hon. Sir Louis Davies, liberal, oppos- 
ed. At the suggestion of the premier 
the motion for second reading was 
adjourned. 

A bill has been introduced by Mr. 
Davin to ‘futher amend the amend- 
ment made to the mounted police 
pension act of last session, whereby 
a constable became entitled to a pen- 
sion after 20 years service, instead of 
not until after 25 years. Mr. Davin 
held that that amendment was not 


amendment was needed. His sug- 
gestion is that: 

‘The pension toa constable on 
retirement shall be according to the 
following scale. 

(a) If he has completed ten but less 
than sixteen years’ service, an annual 
sum equal to one-fiftieth of his annual 
pay fer every completed year of 
service ; 

(b) If he has completed sixteen but 
less than twenty years’ service, an 
annual sum equal to twenty-fiftieths 
of his annual pay, with an addition of 
two-fiftieths of his annual pay for 
every completed year of service above 
sixteen years ; 

(c) If he has completed twenty 
years’ service, an annual sum equal to 
thirty-fiftieths of his annual pay, with 
an addition of one-fiftieth of his 
annual pay for every completed year 
of service above twenty years, so, 
however, that the pension shall not 
exceed two-thirds of his annual pay at 
his retirement. 

During Wednesday’s debate on coal 
oil duty, Wallace, (although he oppos- 
ed the proposed reduction) stated that 
the Standard oil company had secured 
full control of the Canadian oil refin- 
ing busivess last year. This gave 
them absolute control of the oil in- 
dustry without requiring 
purchase a single well from the 
Canadian owners. The well owners 
were compelled to sell their oil at 
whatever price the Standard oil 
people chose to give them. Before 
the company got control Canadian

FROM LESSER SLAVE LAKE 


J. K. Cornwall, trader of Lesser Slave 
lake, arrived in town yesterday. He left 
the lake on the 27th and walked the 200 
«niles to Athabasea Landing, follewing the 
old Indian pack trail from the lake to the 
ianding, and packing his blankets and 
provisions on his back. The walk to the 
Landing occupied five days, and from there 
he came in by wagon, with Hugh Cinna- 
mon. The ice is still two feet thick on 
Lesser Slave though it left the Athabasea 
on the 30th April. Six or seven p t 
ing parties have left Lesser Slave lake for 
Great Slave, going by the Peace. They 
will locate quartz claims at Great Slave. 
All the “‘ wehtigo” excitement aroused at 
the lake has subsided.. 

In the early spring Mr. Cornwall made 
a trip to Dunvegan where he learnt that 
the Klondike parties who were wintering 
at St. John had been successful in securing 
a considerable amount of fur which they 
lad sold and after repienishing their 
supplies, had pushed on through the moun- 
tains. Those at Hay river had also made a 
successful fur catch. Indians reported that 
two or three deaths from scurvy had 
occurred among the Klendikers wintering 
on the Nelson. The names of those who 
died were not known. 

At the Landing Mr. Cornwall met Cerp. 
Phillips, _Const. Warren and Interpreter 
Belcourt returning to the lake to bring in 
other witnesses for the prosecution in the 
Smoky river wehtigo murder, now pending 
at the Fort. Wm. Connors and Colin 
Fraser got away from the Landing with 
their trading supplies, on Friday, the 5th. 
Peter Luted with his outfit had left the 
Landing on the preceding Wednesday. 
Frings, Waters and Nagle & Hislop’s men 
were met between the Landing and town,
